open during the whole year, except a fortnight at Easter. The time which 
it is open daily will be extended from five hours to six, and, as soon as pos- 
sible two new rooms will be opened, one for readers, the other for authorized 
students only. Those who grumble at the manegement of our own Brit- 
ish Museum Library, and not unft equently point to the superiority of the 
Paris one, will be somewhat surprised at the report which has been presented 
to the French Gove: nment by M. Prosper Mé:imée in the name of the Com- 
mission of luquiry of the Imperial Library that has just concluded its sittings, 
It seems that no law or rule exists for the deposition of public documents of 
a class that is very numerous in France, and that the Library is actually 
obliged to buy what the Government distributes in other quarters very 
liberally ; that the law for the deposition of copies of published books 
is imperfectly carried out; that copies sent tothe Library are frequently 
imperfect, dirty, and almost useless; that accompanying volumes of plates 
are often delivered separately and at a great distance of time from the 
works to which they belong, so that it not easy to reunite them in the libra- 
ry; that plates which are published colored are delivered ge ; that in case 
of new editions, covers and titles only are sent in, with se metimes loose 
leaves in which alterations have been made; that colonial publications are 
not deposited. ‘Ihe report concludes by remarking, that as the deposition of 
copies may be looked upon as a very light tax for a | ublie good, it should be 
strictly carried out, and that the library ovght to receive, 101 only a copy of 
every work, but of the best edition that is printed for sale. Whatever imper- 
fections may still exist in our noble institution under Mr. Panizzi’s direction, 
there are several pots on whieh it is very evident that they do not “ man- 
age these things better in France.” 


The Niebe/ungenlied, in the oldest shape in which it now exists, was com- 
mitted to writing about the year 1210. As for fixing upon any person as its 
author, in the strict sense of the word, this is of course out of the question, 
What happened tothe poem in 1210 was confined ‘o writing down the eur- 
rent popular ballads and joining them together, with some slight embellish. 
ments. Twenty of these separate ballads were discerned by the late Profes- 
sor Lachmann, who clearly pointed out all the additions made to the orig- 
inal text—additions which, with few exceptions, evince much skill and are 
evidently the work of a genuine poet. .. About the middle of the last century 
two manuscripts of the poem were dis‘overed by Bodmer at the castle of 
Ilohenems in the Grisons. An edition of the whole was first proluced by 
Miller, the Swiss, who received in consequence the following letter from 
Frederick the Great, “ You have much too favorable an opinion of these 
things. To my mind they are not worth a charge of powder, and I'll have 
no such trash in my library.” —Hist. of German Literature.

ory The author gives an account of its suggestion; “ Being a frequent at- 
tendant on aseries of Union Meetings, and subject, with many others, to 
restraints arising from the fact that the union is Denominationul rather than 
Christian (a highly important distinction not yet duly appreciated); and, 
moreover, being deeply affected, in common with all who heard it, by the 
pathetic announcement of the cireumstances connected with the death of one 
of our most active and useful helpers; it occurred to the writer, that, if he 
could do nothing more, he might resort to the unrusted wires of the harp of 
his youth, and the unehiiled sympathies of his ideal guide, and, by embody- 
ing in a brief ballad the spirit and incidents of the dispensation, participate, 
to some extent, in the increase of passing utilities. Retiring, therefore, from 
the weeping assembly to his lonely study, he composed these impromptu 
verses, The next day they were presented to the conductor of the Prayer- 
Meeting at Jayne’s Hall, prior to the funeral services at Concert Hall. The 
morning after, they appeared in the North American and United States 
Gazette, aud so became identified, in some measure, with the event they re- 
cord.”

Jamvs Munror & Co. have issued another little volume by the author of 
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Cuartes B. Norton has got out, in very elegant style, “The Librarian’s 
Manual; a treatise on Bibliography, comprising a select and descriptive list 
of Bibliographical Works; to which are added Sketches of Public Libraries,” 
by Reuben A. Guild, A.M., librarian of Brown University.

The second part con- 
tains historical sketches of fourteen of the largest public libraries in this 
country and in Europe. | Especial attention has been given to the character 
and general arrangements of the libraries deseribed, and to detailed accounts 
of the buildings appropriated to their use. The largest space has been given 
to the British Museum, the library of which is generally acknowledged the 
best managed one of its kind in the world. Appended to this account is an 
article compiled from the North British Review, giving details respecting the 
daily administration of this noble collection, from which valuable suggestions 
may be derived for the management of smaller libraries, whether publie or 
private.” The work is illustrated, and besides its value to the librarian 
contains a great deal of interest to the bookseller. 


A. S. Barnes & Co. issue two new educational works, “ The First Book 
of Science, designed four Public and Private Schools,” by W. A. Norton and
